LITTLE ROCK, Oct. 15.—(XP)—Abol- 


ishment of the present system of in- 
heritance taxes in this state and the 
substitution, if the legislature so elects 
ol the system of inheritance taxes 
levied by the United States govern- 
ment would be accomplished if Pro- 
posed Amendment No. 2G is adopted 
at the polls on next November 4. 


This amendment is one of seven 


proposed and sponsored by the Ar- 
kansas Taxpayers' Protective Associa- 
tion'. 


The proposed amendment provides 


that the state may levy a tax on such 
estates ,-is would be compelled to pay a 
tux to the federal government, but 
that the state t«x rate must not be 
in excess of the federal rate. 


Comparison of the present state in- 


heritance lax rates with those of the 
federal government is difficult, us 
Ihc state liixc.s the individual heirs 
while' the federal government taxes 
the estate us a whole.

not so closely related to the deceased 
should pay a greater tax," Mr. Gates 
said. "If (he proposed amendment is 
adopted, the only persons who will 
benefit will be the brothers and sisters 
and di.staiill.v related, if related at all, 
of the decedent who become heirs to 
his estate. 


"The widows and children will p;iy, 


comparatively speaking, the same tax 
under federal rates as they pay now. 
Tlit1 amendment simply will favor on- 
ly the more distantly related heirs of 
the decedent." 


The proposed ani'-'iidnicnt reads as 


follows: 


"No inliei ilance or death tax shall 


hereafter bo levied on the estates of 
deceased persons, except 
on estates 


laxd by the United States govern- 
ment, and then not in excess of the 
amount of such federal tax."

As the general 
election is to be held Tuesday, No- 
vember 4, this would leave the lists^ 
open to county nominees until Mon- 
day, 
October 20. 


The Star learned late yesterday that 


the dispute surnouding the eligibility 
of all' but three of the Hempstead 
county Democratic nominees does not 
concern th6 district and state candi- 
dates, Millard Alford, of 
Gurdon, 


Democratic nominee ,for prosecuting 
attorney in the local district, stopped 
at The Star office to say that on Mon- 
day ho went to Little Rock to pre- 
sent the certificates for himself, Cir- 
cuit Judge Dexter Bush', arid' three 
senators from this section of the state. 


How Controversy Started 


In its story yesterday The Star stat- 


ed that courthouse records at Wash- 
ington appeared to show that only 
three Democratic nominees—John L. 
Wilson, for sheriff; Miss Lillie Mid- 
dlebrooks. 'for county treasurer; and 
Mrs. Gladine Morris, for justice of the 
peace in DeRoan township—had qual- 
ified midnight Tuesday by filing their 
corrupt practice pledges for the gen- 
eral election. 


This interpretation of the law was 


disputed by Luke Monroe, a former 
prosecuting attorney of this district 
and widely known attorney, and this 
morning's oral opinion from Attorney 


eneral Norwood appears to confirm 


Mr. Monroe's view. 


Local . political observers 
believe 


that the controversy is founded in a 
clash between a legal technicality and 
the customary procedure which has 
aeon followed ever since the passage 
of the state primary law in 1913. At- 
torney General Norwood upholds the 
customary procedure. 


However, he appears to advise all 


Democratic county nominees who have 
not yet filed their corrupt practice 
pledge to do so before Monday, Oc- 
tober 20.

fruit fly quahantine was clamped 
down on Florida 
citrus products it 


was lifted today by agreement of en- 
tomologists of 18 Southern and West- 
ern States. The ban was lifted follow- 
ing assurance of the United States- 
Department of Agriculture that dang- 
er of further infestation had disap- 
peared. 


The Federal Plant Board said that 


it would assume all responsibility in 
event of any infestation in future, ac- 
cording to Manning. S. Yoemans, 
Georgia State Entomologist, who par- 
ticipated in n Washington Conference 
from which the agreement to raise the 
ban resulted.
